Wasurnotros, D. C., July 10.—The House 
worked hard on the Suadry Civil Appropriation 
bill today, and compieted about twenty-five 
pages of it, making very few changes. There 
was an animated discussion over certain recom- 
mendations by the Appropriations Committee 
with regard to the National Homes for Volunteer 
Soldiers. The committee bad recommended that 
where unmarried pensioners live at the homes 
they should surrender all of their pensions ex- 
cept $5 a month, and the fisabled men who de- 
longed io the volunteef navy during the War 
sbould be admitted to the benefits of the homea. 
Both these provisions were stricken out 
of the bill, one dene dependent upon 
the other. As Chairman Hiscock explained, it 
bad been the expectation that, in cage the pen- 


sioners were deprived Of their pensions, they 


would choose to leave thé homesand take care of 
themselves rather than submit to the depriva- 
tion, and that thus room would be made for cer- 
tain disabled men who belonged to the volun- 
teer navy.

SURVEYS OF PUBLIC LANDS 


under the deposit system, so called. This 
system, as it existed or to 1879 provided 
that Dona-fide settlers in an unsurveyed town- 
ship might secure a survey of that town- 
ship by depositing in the office of the 
Surveyor-General of the district a sum of 
money sufficient to cover the expenses of the 
survey. For the money thus deposited they re- 
ceiv certificates which were receivable in 
payment for the land entered by them in said 
township. In 1873, Congressman Luttrell and 


Senator Sargent, of Cnlifornia, assisted by 
some other ota and Senators from 
the Pacitie Coast, im paving this law 


amended so that the cértificates of deposit are 
assignabic, and are in meat for public 
lands ahywhere in the United States. 
THERE IS REASON TO BELIEVE 
this change in the law was primarily designed. 
for the benefit of certain contractors and spec- 
ulators in California and Oregon. There was at 
once a great boom in surveys under the deposit 
system. The number of bona fide settlers who 
were living in unsurveyed townshi who 
clamored for the survey of those townships, in- 
ereased at a tremendous rate. The attention of 
the Commissioner of the General Land Oftice 
was attracted to this matter, and investigations 
made last year disclosed the fact that in some of 
the States and Territories there was a regular 
system of 
FRAUDULENT SURVEYS 
under this system. For the fiscal year ended 
July W. 1881, nearly $2,000.00 were thus depos- 
ited, and the amount of the certificates surren- 
dered in payment of preémptions and home- 
stead-claims for the same time was $1,344,000. The 
Commissioner of the General Land Office, in his 
last report, said: It is believed that the practi- 
cal result of said act of March 3, 1879, has been 
to cause the survey of a vast area of land of no 
present or future value, and the surrender of 
the title of valuable lands in payment for such 
surveys.” | 
THE MODUS OPERANDI 
appears to have been as follows: A surveyor 
would go to capitalists, bankers, and others and 
say: “I have affidavits here calling for fhe sur- 
vey of so many townships. If you will@dvance 
the money for the survey of these .townShips, I 
will go on and do the work.“ The bogus affi- 
davits would be filed with the Surveyor-General, 
who might or might not be in tue plot. The 
surveyor would then, after the expiration of a 
reasonable period, file plats of his sur- 
vey, pretended survey, accompanied 
by fleld-notes, and receive for nis pay 
the money deposited — his silent partners. 
He would make a fat profit out of his contract, 
and the lands which were supposed to have been 
surveyed by him would be thrown into the mar- 
ket. According to the investigations made by 
the General Land Office a very large proportion 
of the lands so surveyed, or pretended to be 
surveyed, are 
ARID I 


or lands of no value whatever to anybody, but 
for every dollar paid out to the contractors for 
surveying them a certificate was issued, which 
certificate is good in payment for any sur- 
veyed lands of the nited States any- 
where, however fertile they may be. Before 
the change in the law, and while the operations 
under the deposit system were carried forward 
in a legitimate way for the bona fide settlers on 
unsurveyed lands, the annual deposits amount- 
ed to $50,000 or $76,000, and, not two years after 
the change in the iaw, they amounted to about 
2.000.000, as before stated. A gentleman who is 
very familiar with the matter of public-iand 
surveys, in conversation with Tas Tame 
correspondent today, said that, when he was in 
San Francisco a couple of years ago, making 
certain investigations in reference to public- land 
surveys, he found that femployés in the General 
Land-Office bad an office outside where field 
notes of these pretended surveys were 
WRITTEN UP. e 


And these bogus field notes were flied to accom- 
pany the plats of the pretended surveys. There 
is no doubt that a very curious abuse in this 
matter exists. Mepresentatives of States 
and Territories in which there is a very large 
proportion of fertile lands strongly oppose the 
present system. and Wasbburn, o innesota, 
made an excellent speech against it today.

A Deliberate Murder. 

“I killed bim. It would have been all right it 
ge bad used me right last night.” These words 
came from the lips of a young woman As she sat 
at To'clock yesterday morning on the floor of a 
corridor on the sixth story of the Palmer House 

Tue man she had killed “ because he didn’t use 
herrigbt” lay with bis headin her lap, and in 
her hand Teresa Sterling held the revolver, a 
bullet from which bad sent her lover to his long 
account. 

The murdered man was Charlies Stiles, the 
official calier of the Call Board, a young man 
known to tens of thousands in Chicago. The 
weman who killed bim had for five or six years 
been bis mistress. She was a prostitute, and 
pad deen such since she was 15 years of age. 

with Stiles from time to time, she alter- 
nated from the keeper of a bagnio to an inmate 
ofone. In 1875 she met Stiles in the East. He 

‘brought her to this city, and they went to live 
together, maintaining relations not recognized 
by the law. Tiring of her, and quarreling with 
ber, the result was that the woman established 
herself on a South Side thoroughfare, where she 
offered gpportunities to other women to become 
as bad as she was. Once more a reconciliation 

oocurred, and the two lived together as man and 
wife in this city. Stiles appears to have made 
many efforts to quit himself of the complica- 
tion, but the woman had a great bold upon him, 
and he seems to have had as great 

a hold upon her. They parted and 
came together again half a dozen times. 
The woman was an inmate of one it not of 
more bouses of prostitamon in this city. To 
these places Stiles would go and reciaim her. 
Their old relations would be renewed fora few 
weeks, and then she would again enter upon a 
course of sin—there is too much reason to fear 
at his instance. There is too much reason to be- 
deve also that he accepted for his own use the 
money which she earned in this way.

hail from Stiles, was seen by a reporter yester- 
day morning at his office, No. 165 Washington 
street. He said he did not care to have his 
name mixed up in the case, but would tell what 
he knew of it if it would throw any light on the 
affair. 

“ Il occupy Room 662, on the sixth floor of the 
Palmer House,” he said. “I was lying in my 
bed this morning shortly before 7 o'clock. The 
transom was open, and [ heard a series 
of sharp taps on the door opposit, and 
some one say: ‘Messenger, messenger.’ 
Soon after 1 beard the door open and close, and 
I thought nothing of it, as I believed a messen- 
ger-boy had delivered a note to some one. Four 
or five minutes afterward I heard two reports in 
quick succession. The first I thought was the 
popping of a cork, but the second sounded like 
a pistol shot. Immediately following the re- 
ports I heard the door of the room opposit open, 
andaman came out into the hall and cried,

like that. Then I heard a body fall to the floor, 
followed by two or three low moans. 

“I did not know who any of the parties were, 
and I did not want to open my door for fear of 
a stray bullet. I rang the bell for a bell-boy and 
started to put on my clothes. By the time | was 
dressed there were several people in the hall and 
I went out. I saw Mr. Stiles lying on the floor 
about four feét from the door.

What Happened at Downing’s, at Sun- 
nyside. 

Peter Ruffing, the bostler at Downing’s road- 
house, who accompanied the woman in her 
journey through the rain from the road-house 
to the car line after she bad been shell 
roaded by Stiles, was seen last night by a 
TRIBUNE reporter and questioned as to what he 
knew of the couple's conduct at Downing’s 
Sunday evening, and also as to what 
the woman told him (the hostier) while 
they were walking along the road. It 
was evident from the hostier’s statement 


that the woman nad talked to him pretty freely 


ina general way of her life and troubles with 
Stiles. 

Ruffing said the couple reached Downing’s 
about 6:30 o’clock Sunday evening, when Stiles 
atonce had his horse and buggy taken to the 
barn. Heand the. woman then sat out on the 
porch and laughed and chatted for a consider- 
able time, appearing then to be in tolerable 
good humor. While on the porch they 
enga in a friendly scuffie over the possession 
of Stiles’ bat, which the woman had in some 
way got into her hangs. She had placed ber 
purse inside of the hat, and, as she afterward 
told Rutfing, Stiles tried to get bola of the hat 
and the purse too. About 7% o'’clovk the 
couple went into the dining-room for supper 
and just after the mval was finished and wulle 
the two were still sittmg at the table drinking 
beer, Stiles 

ASKED THE WOMAN FOR $1,500. 
She pretended about this time to be consider- 
ably under the influence of liquor, and told 
Stiles in no very pleasant way that she would 
not ive bim any more money. e 
toid er that he must have $1,500 
in order to settle up debts contracted at the 
races, and after she had repeatedly stated that 
she would not give him the money he reached 
overand grabbed her by the throat. Just then 
Mrs. Downing entered the room and Stiles tried 
to pass everything off as a joke. Madelaine was 
on the point of “showing him up ten and 
told the dostler later, but 
it. Leav the supper 
table Madeiaine went out and sat down on the 
front porch while Stiles took a seat on the side 
reh toward the barn. He called to Peter to 
ring out the horse, and when the rig was ready 
for him he climbed in and drove away, telling 
Peter that he would return in about half an 
hour, and that in the mvantime Madelaine 
must not have anything more to drink, 
as she was already full. She had only taken, 
however, three giasses of beer at the house, and 
was perfectly sober. 

WHEN SHE SAW STILES DRIVE AWAY 
“Is that him? And when 
told that it was, and that he would be back in 

hour, she answered: “Yes, he 
bis mind.” lt was then 
o'clock. The woman waited 
until about 9:1 and then asked Peter 
to accompany her to the limits, where she could 
get a car, saying that she would pay him for bis 
troubie. It began raining justas they started 
away. She wore 6 rubber cioak and Peter car- 
ried an umbrella. While walking along the road 
she told the hostler that she would see Stiles 
that night if the elevator at the Palmer House 
bad not scoped running, “and any- 
way,” she added. 1 will see him 
in the morning and ask him why he treated me 
this way. lll havea explanation or I will 
get even with him. Fi punch him if I can get a 
chance.“ 

“Did she say anything about getting a re- 
volver or that she always carried one?’ was 
asked of Peter. 

“No; she did not say anything about a ro- 
volver or about shooting. She said nothing that 
would indicate that she would do as she did do 
this mornineg.”’ 

*“ What did she say about money matters?” 

“She told me that she had given Stiles more 
than $11,000 since she turned out. Sbe gave him 
a lot of money dur the races, and she gave 
him $30 yesterday before they came out here.” 

The woman also told Peter that Stiles was her 
seducer, and that when she first met him she 
was only about 15 years old, and not able to 
speak English, having only just arrived from 
the old country. She acknowledged that in 
ae of the cruel way in which he had treated

but was now sick and tired of standing his i- 
treatment, and pro d to give him up for- 
ever and reform. had some money saved 
up, ana would use it to better her condition.

THERE has been a sudden and frightful 
outbreak of crimes of violence in this city 
within the past few days. Two men were 
killed on Saturday. The murder of Dr. Joel 
Prescott for his money was a peculiarly 
fiendish deed. The killing of a thief by a 
special policeman would not attract much 
attention except for the occurrences about 


the same time. On the very same day with 


these two events, two men, one a husband 
and the other his wife’s paramour, shot each 
other in a quarrel growing out of the wom- 
an’e infidelity; and in another section of the 
city a bartender was caught in the act of 
slashing his mistress with a knife. A 
day or two before a man who lived 
in Ottawa named Lorenz was mur- 
dered in the street by Chicago thugs. On 
Sunday, the day following, there were sev- 
eral btabbing and shooting affrays, and one 
man lies at the point of death from a blow 
dealt him while attending a picnic in Og- 
den’s Grove. The Stiles murder yesterday 
was a sensational climax to this melodrama 
of ctime. The sentence of death which has 
just been passed upon James Tracy for the 
muriier of Officer Huebner might be ex- 
pected to have a deterrent influence upon 
crimes of this character if it were not for the 
fact that Johnny Lamb, Who- was also sen- 
tenced to be hanged for the murder of Of- 
ficer Race, is now at large, and was arrested 
and fined $5 only a day or two ago for a 
co drunk and disorderly. 


THE STILES MURDER. 

The business community was startled yes- 
terday by the announcement that Charles 
Stiles, a well-known member of thé Board of 
Trade, had been murdered in his room at the 
Palmer House at an early hour of the morn- 
ing. The particulars of the crime will be 
found fully related in another column. Stiles 
was kilied by a woman with whom he had 
been on terms of unlawful intimacy during 
several years. She calls Herself Mrs. Made- 
leine Stiles, but admits that she was never 
married to her victim. She is said to be a1. 
Italian, or of Italian extraction, has been 
more or less conspicuous in the local demi- 


monde, and is represented as a woman of 
vicious temper—a reputation which her 
latest act sustains. The immediate provoca- 
tion for the murder seems to have been a 
quarrel Sunday night at Sunnyside—a resort 
in Lake View where Stiles had taken the 
woman fora ride, and where he left her to 
get home as best she could after the dispute 
between them. She says that she walked 
into the city, and went to his room about 7 
o’clock in the morping, where the shooting 
occurred. 


In many respects this is the most sensa- 


tional murder cemmitted in Chicago since 
the killing several years ago of Trussell, a 
local gambler, by a woman of the town who 
called herself Mollie Trussell. The circum- 
stances of the two cases were very similar. 
Trussell was a man about town whom every- 
body knew fifteen or sixteen years ago. He 
had tired of the woman with whom he had 
been living, and she sought him out at one 
of his usual resorts and killed him coolly 
and deliberately. This woman was sen- 
tenced to the 
years, but pardéned out after she nad re- 
mained there about one year. The light 
sentence and subsequent release were due 
largely to the efforts of some sentimental 
people whe worked up sympathy for her on 
the ground that she was a deceived woman, 
and that (after the murder) she had repented 
and joined the church. It is said that she 
subsequently resumed the life of a prostitute 
in California.

Charles Stiles, who was killed yesterday, 


was almost as well known in Chicago as was 
Trussell in his day. He was a young man of 
considerable attainments, who forfeited a 
successful career to indulge himself in the 
pleasures and excitements of a gay life. He 
was a son of the late Gen. Stiles, of Dixon, 
had received a good education, was naturally 
a brilliant fellow, had traveled in Europe, 
was a royal companion, and might have com- 
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each day. 
speculated on the Board of Trade, haunted 


manded success in any walk of life by seri- 
ous application. He was universally liked 
by those who knew him, but he lacked char- 
acter. He was utterly reckless in business 
and social affairs. He officiated as caller at 
what is known as the Call Board, and was 
paid a very large salary for services that oc- 
cupied only about half an hour of his time 
He was a natural gambler; he 


the pool-rooms and “ bucket-shops,” and was 
a sort of “plunger” at horse-races. His 
friends frequently warned him against the 
woman who finally killed him, but he was 
desperate in this as in other affairs of life. 
Such a career, terminating in a tragic 
death, conveys a warning almost too obvious 
to warrant comment. There is one practical 
suggestion, however, which may be valuable 
asemphasized by the recent murder. The 
laws of morality may often be violuted with- 


out any other penalty than that which con- 


scienve imposes, but the public sense of right 

and decency cannot be defied with impunity. 

It was the open, avowed, and long-continued 

relations which Charlie Stiles maintained 

with a disreputable woman which lowered 

him in the general esteem of his associates 

and gave her an assumed claim upon him 

which she at last carried to the extent of 
taking his life. Stiles was 4 young man who 

might have taken a high standing in business 
and society, but lacked that appreciation of 

public opinion which is a necessary restraint 

upon those who are inclined to gayety and 

dissipation. He rushed headlong into a 
tragedy which menaces the life of every 

young man who pursuesa similar reckless 

career. 

How much a loose administration of the 
laws against murder and crimes of violence 
is to blame for the murder committed by this 
woman Madeleine cannot be determined 
with any acciiracy. It is certain, however, 
that she prepared herself immediately to 
work up maudlin sympathy as a means to 
escape punishment, and that fact suggests 
that she counted the chances for immunity 
before she killed her man. In interviews 
with newspaper reporters yesterday she in- 
timated that Stiles was responsible for her 
fall, or at least claimed that she was respect- 
able before she knew him, and that she en- 
tered a house of ill-fame only a few weeks 


ago because of the ill-treatment she re- 


ceived at his hands. Her actual career in- 
spires avery different sentiment from that 
which her plaintive story and lachrymose de- 
meanor are designed to create, The fact 


‘seems to be that she has been 4 woman of 


the town for yeats, and for along time 
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The association of Stiles with such 3 
creature may lessen the sympathy which | 
follows him to the grave, but certainly ! 
ought not to diminish, but rather increase, 
the accountability of the woman for the mur- 
der she has committed. She has been lead- 
ing a life which left her no genuine claim 
upon auy man, and no wrongs to make her 
sacred. The resentment which induced her 
to do murder was an inciting passion of no 
higher order than the greed which led to the 
murder of old man Prescott the day before. 
The resources of sentimentality are bound- 
less, as the Mollie Trussell case proved, but 
the active manifestation thereof in the pres- 
ent case will contribute enormously to the 
encouragement of the crime of murder, 
which is already treated too leniently for the 
good of society and the protection of human 
life.

If not, why and for what rea- 
son is the cholera or the yellow-fever more 
constitutional than the small+pox?” The 
Senate and the House of Representatives at 
Washington have decided, we believe, that, 
the cholera and the yellow-fever being consti- 
tutional diseases, it is within the lawful power 
of Congress to appropriate money to main- 
tain a National quarantine against them, but 
the small-pox not being a constitutional mal- 
ady, Congress has no power to authorize any 
quarantine to keep it from being introduced 
and spread all over the country, 

Verily it takes much learning to under- 
stand the constitutional powers of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States, and the deli- 
eacies and refinements of that power are 
marvelous in their niceties. For instance, it 
is stated in all the books upon the constitu- 
tional powers of Congress that those powers 
are limited to those expressly granted, which 
includes those necessary to the execution of 
those expressly granted. All powers not 
thus granted are reserved to the States and to 
the people. Thus Congress bas assumed that 
it had the power under the Constitution to 
establish a National Board of Health and to 
invest this Board bf Health with authority 
to establish a quarantine, at which vessels 
not having clean bills of health may be de- 
tained until cleansed and purified. We believe 
that every Government that has ever existed 
in any civilized land has claimed and exer- 
cised this power. It has existed in all ages. 
Common defense, common safety, and the 
arrest of epidemics of all kinds have sug- 
gested such means of restraining the spread 
of disease. But the United States has been 
more sorely afflicted with a political disease 
than any other nation, and that disease has 
been a denial of the constitutional power of 
its Government to do anything In its own de- 
tense or for its own preservation. The theory 
that this is a Government of States, and not 
a National Government, has been a matter of 
strife from the time when nothing less than 
a solemn treaty was considered constitutional 
enough to acquire Louisiana, to the day 
when a mere joint resolution ad- 
mitted Texas as a State, and down 
to the time when eleven States de 
clared the Union dissolved and themselves 
independent nations by a mere adoption of 
an ordinance in each State. It is true that 
the powers of the National Government, as 
well as those of the several States, have been 
construed according to the emergencies of 
the times, but during all the years following 


| the adoption of the Constitution the Demo- 


cratic o-slavery doctrine of State su- 
premacy has been maint@ined to the exclu- 
sion of a National quarantine. 

The most dangerous points of attack from 
epidemics have been at New Orleans from 
yellow-fever and at New York from cholera. 
There have been visitations of yellow-fever 
at Mobile, Charleston, Norfolk, and half a 
century ago at Philadelphia. These epi- 
demics, once introduced, have spread into 
the interior, and Vicksburg, Memphis, and 
other points have been severely scourged. 
The Southern cities have been the greater 
sufferers, but public opinion in those States 
has seemingly accepted an uhresisted and 
unchecked visitation of the yellow-fever, 
with all its horrors and moftality, as far 
preferable to any prevention or exclusion of 
it by an unconstitutional quarantine; better 
a wholesale epidemic with its far-reaching 
destruction of human life than an exemption 
through the precautions of a National Board 
of Health operating through the authority 
of the National Government! For instance, 
a State quarantine must be subordinate to 
the National. -If the United States place 
New Orleans in a state of quarantine the 
State authorities cannot raise that quaran- 
tine, and the trade and trafli¢ of the town 
cease. until the public bealth is recovered. 
The fees of the Health Officer in New York 
harbor are worth to him $160,000 a year, 
but the fees are most rapid and largest 
when the vessels are rapidly released and 
their living freights landed and turned loose 
upon the country. The office is not so much 
a medical one as it is political, and the 
„party controlling that office in that city 
have always a friend on which to draw for 
political purposes, besides providing for a 
small regimens of party strikers. 

Two years ago the small-pox spread all 
over Europe. Itsoon found its way into the 
immigrant ships, and thence spread far and 
wide into the interior of this country. It 
raged in this city and all through the West 
and Northwest. It for a long time bid 
the authorities defiance. It could only be 
successfully met and overcome by vaccina- 
tion. It was idle for Chicago to try to op- 
pose its advance so long as it was received 
in New York City and its loads of afflicted 
immigrants landed from the steamers and 
hurried off by ttain-loads to this city and to 
all points in the West. | 

Chicago remonstrated, but New York was 
only too glad that its health officers drew 
their fees and shipped the small-pox vic- 
tims with regularity and dispatch. The 
New York representatives did not want 
these afflicted victims put into hospitals to 
be vaccinated and cured at New York; 
when they could be packed into trains and 
distributed to the interior cities and towns, 
even beyond the Missouri River. So 
the State-rights Democrats claim that the 
yellow-fever is a disease that existed before 
the formation of the Constitution, and has 
descended to the States and the people, is 
older than the Constitution, and is one of the 
liberties and rights reserved to the people, 
and never surrendered. They claim that 
Congress has the power to vote money, and 
inedicines, and even supplies to the people of 
yellow-fever districts, but that the power to 
administer this relief and to maintain a 
quarantine is exclusively within the juris- 
diction of the State, and not in that of the 
National Government. | . 

The Western States have been demanding 
that the National Board of Health shall pro- 
tect the 40,000,000 of people against the dan- 
cers and ravages of small-pox by having Im- 
migrants who have been expoped to or have 
small-pox at New York taken to quarantine 
and vaccinated or there kept until cured be- 
fore being turned loose to carry the pesti- 
lence through the land; but the Democrats 
of the country and the Republicans of the 
Eastern States do not think the small-pox 
constitutional. They deny that Congress has 
any power to establish a quarantine to keep 
the disease out of the country; they deny 

to vaccinate 


that Cong: 
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constitutional malady of which Congress can | 
take Nationai jurisdiction, and that if the 
State of New York will not put the 
small-pox patients in quarantine, and will 
not vaccinate them, the disease, not being 
constitutional, must go uneared for by any 
branch of the National Government. The 
framers of the National Constitution 
omitted, perhaps through ignorance, any 
grant of power to the National Government 
to deal with small-pox; and, as Congress can 
only exercise powers directly granted, and 
cannot exercise powers reserved to the 
States and to the people, therefore the House 
and Senate, faithful to the Constitution, 
struck out all appropriations for vaccination 
or smali-pox quarantine. It is thus decided 
that the yellow-fever is a disease that existed 
before the Constitution, and that Congress 
may vote money for it, provided the os tet 
tion is not taken from the States; but 

the smail-pox is not a constitutional disease, 
and Congress has ho power to vote money 
to repress it, to quarantine it, or even to pro- 
tect the country against its spread by vac- 
cination. It is well to learn constitutional 
law, and this fact that Congress has no con- 
stitutional power to suppress the small-pox 
is an important item in the great law of 
State supremacy and State sovereignty. 


THE EGYPTIAN TROUBLE. 

The crisis in Egypt has rapidly come to a 
head, and as it bids fair to occupy the atten- 
tion of the world for some time a brief re- 
view of the circumstances leading up to it 
will be of interest. Its origin may be traced 
back as far as Febrifary, 1881, when the 
troops at Cairo forced the Khedive to re- 
lease some of their officers who were on 
trial for various offenses. In conceding to 
their demand the Khedive really surrendered 
his power to the army, and it has remained 
with it ever since. Last September Arabi 
Bey, who was a Colonel and the leader of the 
outbreak in February, seized the command 
of the army and demanded of the Khe- 
dive that he should dismiss the Min- 
istry, increase the pay of the army, 
and grant a constitution. The Khedive 
conceded all that was asked, except the 
constitution, and for this he substituted 
a Chamber of Notables. This cham- 
ber met and prepared an organic law by 
which the contro] of the budget was placed 
in the hands of certain members of the Nota- 
bles and of the Ministry, but excluded en- 
tirely the English and French Control, which 
means the representatives of Engiand and 
France, who had control of the finances and 
the management of the debt owed by Egypt 
to the English and Fren@h bondholders. The 
Control protested, and England and France 
joined ina note of warning to the revolu- 
tionists. The army protested against the 
note, and Arabi Bey explained that they did 
not intend to disturb the financial arrange- 
ments. The Control was instructed not to 
countenance any concession by the Egyptian 
Government to the claim of the Chamber of 
Notables, to vote the budget. The latter 
waited upon the Khedive and requested him 
to sign the organic law, but he declined, tak- 
ing shelter behind the English and French 
Consuls. Thereupon Cheri? Pasha, the 
President of the Council, resigned, and 
Arabi Bey formed a new Cabinet, with him- 
self in it as Minister of War, and forced the 
Khedive to recognize it. He also forced him 
to recognize the Cabinet and to approve. the 
organic law. which conferred the right of 
voting the budget upon the Notables. There- 
upon the Control declared that its power was 
nullitied. Meanwhile the Ministry repudiat- 
ed the authority of the Khedive altogether, 
and also severed their relauons with the 
French and English Control, where 
upon the ironclads were sent to 
Egypt, and the Ministry was moti- 
fied that Arabi Bey must be removed. He 
refused to submit, the Minstry resigned, and 
the Khedive removed Arabi Bey from the 
head of the army, but, under compulsion, re- 
instated him. Meanwhile under advice of 
the European Powers Turkey sent Dervisch 
Pasha as its representative to Egypt to settle 
the complication, and England and France 
asked for a conference of the Powers at Con- 
stantinople, which is still sitting, though 
Turkey refused to participate. Dervisch 
Pasha’s mission appears to be a failure, as 
the Khedive is still without authority, and 
Arabi Bey, having formed another Cabinet 
with himself as Minister of War again, is 
really the ruler of Egypt, and has gone on 
fortifying Alexandria and declaring his in- 
tention of forcibly resisting English inter- 
vention. The long waiting of the various 
parties, the fleet, the Egyptians, Arabi Bey, 
the Khedive, the Sultan, to see what step the 
other would take now appears to have been 
broken, and a very short time must now de- 
termine whére each stands, for the official 
order has been issued by the English Ad- 
miral that the bombardment will begin at 9 
o’clock this morning. England opens the 
ball.

* THE TORNADO RECORD. 

The Slgnal-Service Office has recently been 
examining into the records of tornadoes, and 
has compiled some very interesting statistics 
concerning these terrible elements of destruc- 
tion. The following table, prepared by the 
office, shows the Statesin which they have 
been the most frequent during the past 
twenty-seven years, and-the number that 
have occurred: .

This shows a total of 316 tornadoes during 
the period. The present year will add ‘its 
full quota to the list. It is impossible to 
make a complete record, as some storms 
— as tornadoes may not prove to have 

n such, but twenty-eight well-defined 
tornadoes have been recorded, and there are 
probably others to be added to the list. 
These twenty-eight are divided as follows: 
March, 1; April, 11; May, 5; June, 8; July, 
to date, 3. If this ratio continues the pres- 
ent year will show fully as many tornadoes as 
any year during the past twenty-seven, and a 
much greater disaster to life and property, pos- 
sibly excepting 1860. Some of the general 
conclusions arrived at by the Signal-Service 
Office are of interest in this connection. It 
is shown that tornadoes occur more fre- 
quently in April than in July, and in May 
and September than in August, and the ad- 
ditions we have made for 1882 confirm this 
statement so far as April is concerned. The 
records also show that the tornadoes always 
move eastwardly, that they most frequentiy 
occur between 5 and 6 p. m., that they travel 
from twelve to sixty miles an hour, and that 
the average width of the swath of destruction 
is 1,085 feet, or nearly a quarter of a mile. The 
force of the tornado may be imagined when 
it is considered that the wind within the 
vortex sometimes reaches a velocity of 800 
miles an hour, and that the average is 392 
miles. 

The most destructive tornado last month 
was that which formed in Boone County, 
Iowa. Its record now shows that it killed 
over & hundred persons in the county, seri- 
ously injured between 300 and 400 others, 
left 1,500 people homeless, and destroyed 
nearly $3,000,000 worth of property. Prof. 
J. K. Macomber, of Ames College, Iowa, who 
has made a close observation of its effects, 
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ptegacded and toliowed each tornado, sometimés 
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heavy rain accompamed the storm in man 
places. The wind was sufficiently violent to do 
all the dam done. No ‘theory of the storm 
which in uces electricity as aa important 
factor of the storm is necessary. The wind was 
sulticient. 

There were storms almost every day dur- 
ing the month, and even when they were not 
tornadoes, but hail-stormé® wind-storms, or 
waterspouts, they were very destructive. As 
nearas can be estimated about 150 people 
lost their lives, 400 others received bad inju- 
ries, and the damage to crops, stock, and 
buildings reached about $5,000,000. 

All these statistics bear upon the natural 
manifestation of the tornado, and are inter- 
esting from a scientific point of view. The 
practical information has yet to come how 
to announce their approach so that peo- 
ple may have time to prepare themselves, and 
how best to guard against their terrible pow- 
er. Science should not rest content until 
everything possible has been done to protect 
There is no hope that 
property can be saved against the attack of 
a monster so terrible that it can twist great 
trees up by the roots and hurl huge rocks 
through the air, but something may yet be 
dévised that will greatly reduce the loss of 
human life, first by giving timely notice, 
and then by suggesting some safe shelter.

YACHTING N CHICAGO. 

To the Chicago Yacht Club belongs the 
credit of popularizing the sport of yachting in 
this city. The enthusiasm shown in connec- 
tion with the squadron cruise to Milwaukee, 
the hosts of visitors, and the hospitalities 
extended to the visiting yachts by the peo- 
ple of the Cream City, the large attendance 
of our very best citizens at the regatta here 
last Saturday, the number of entries in the 
different classes, and the general interest 
taken in the yachts and their doings is an 
evidence of the increasing popularity of one 
of the noblest and most healthful! of outdoor 
sports. The reorganized Yacht OClubis de- 
termined to free yachting from all its objec- 
tionable features, and being managed by 
those most interested in it, having a large 
membership of prominent gentiemen and 
wealthy citizens, being able and willing to 
offer liberal prizes, and having as a nucleus 
for a fleet four or five as fine boats 
as ever hoisted a yacht’s ensign to 
their peaks in any part of thé world, there is 
ne reason why yachting should not be as 
successful and as popular here as itis in 
other places. During the coming winter the 
club will build a handsome club-house, and 
at least two and probably more large yachts 
will be added to those now here. Each ad- 
dition made paves the way for others. 

In what community besides our own can 
the yachtsman almost step from his office on 
the deck of his boat, and, after a day in the 
heated city worried with business cares and 
anxieties, obtain absolute rest and breathe 
the pure, fresh air coming over miles of deep 
cold water? In New York or Boston it is a 
long journey to the yacht anchorage, which 
here is but a few rods from the business cen- 
tre. Lake Michigan has had a bad rep- 
utation as being dangerous and treach- 
erous to yachtsmen, and the sport 
has therefore been held in disrepu But 
the advent of such yachts as the Idler, Vi- 
king, and Countess, the long cruises they havc 
undertaken in all weathers, their stability, 
speed, comfort, and roominess, have proved 
to the skeptical that yachting as a pastime 
may be made as safe as any other sport. The 
yachtsman in astanch schooner well-manned 
and controlled by a watchful sailing-mastet? 
can weather almost any gale. Sailboats and 
small boats are dangerous everywhere, and 
especially so here where squalls are frequent 
and weather changes so uncertain. But 
yachts are built strongly of the best material, 
carry a full complement of men, and are offi- 
cered by expert sailors who have nothing else 
to do but watch over the safety of their 
vessel. Hence a yacht is much safer than an 
overloaded, undermanned, hurriedly bullt 
freight-carrying schooner, and with the ex- 
ception of the Moghawk—the loss of which 
was due to gross carelesness—we do not now 
recali the loss of any lives on a first-class 
yacht. All things have’ their hazards. In 
going on a train one takes a thousand 
chances, ana a loose spike, rotten tie, or 
spreading rail may send many people to 
eternity without a moment’s warning. So 
on the water all that can be done is to be 
prepared for all contingencies by going only 
in a stanch, able boat, large enough to 
weather a sudden gale, and sailed by men of 
experience and skill. Yachting is a luxury, 
but it is one to be encouraged, for it offers 
substantial returns. The Chicago Yacht 
Club is doing all that such a body can to en- 
courage the sport it fosters, and its recent 
cruise and subsequent regatta prove that it 
is meeting with gratifying success, |

THE REDUCTION OF LETTER POSTAGE. 

Mr. Hill’s amendment to the Sundry Civil 
Appropriation bill proposing a reduction of 
letter postage from three to two cents was 
ruled out on a point of order. Probably no 
further attempt will be made to obtain a re- 
duction during the present session of Con- 
gress. But the scheme has very powerful 
advocates in Congress, and if it can get a 
hearing in the House it will undoubtedly be 
adopted. No member who desires, as the 
cant phrase is, to bone“ popularity with 
his constituents will for a moment hesitate 
to vote for this measure. Yet it is far 
from being the reform most impera- 
tively demanded the postal service. 
The greatest abuse in our post-office 
system is undoubtedly connected with the 
transportation of fourth-class matter. Mer- 
chandise and all matter not included in the 
other three classes is by law made fourth- 
class and pays but one cent per ounce. The 
limit of weight is four pounds, and there is 
no limit of distance within the United 
States. Merchandise which can be divided 


may be sent through the mails to an unlimit- 


ed extent. A harness-dealer in New York 
makes a practice of sending his goods to the 
remote Territories at fourth-elass rates in 
four-pound packages, and under existing 
laws he has a perfect right to do so. Yet the 
Government loses heavily on every pound of 
such freight it transports. The express com- 
panies cannot compete for the business, as 
members of Congress are aware of the wrong 
that is committed in this respect, but they 
dare not vote to abolish the rate for fear that 
they may be aceused of being retained by the 
express companies. — 
The reduction of letter-postage from three 
to two cents would be a boon to the people, 
and might wisely be accorded. It would be 
mercantile

| the people of a tax ot $8,000,000 to $10,000/0 
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per annum. The present rate, he 
not very burdensome to indi | 
must be borne in mind, moreover, thas any 
deficit in the postal revenues will have to be 
made good by taxation. So far as this should 
happen the reduction of the rate of postage 
would merely result in a change of the form 
of taxation. It would be robbing Peter to 
pay Paul. Nominally, the post-office is now 
almost self-supporting ; but the balance-sheets 
make no account of the item of rents which 
the Governnient does not pay when the post- 
office is kept in a public building. For such 
accommodations as the Government enjoys 
in its own premises it would have to pay an 
enormous sum of money if it rented from 
others. The post-office, of course, is not 
designed to be a money-making institution, 
but it cannot reasonably be accused of un- 
reasonable charges as long as it transports a 
letter to any part of the United States or 
Canada for three cents and to Europe for 
five cents. 9 

The gradual diminutions of the rates of 
postage since the foundation of the Govern- 
ment have marked with great precision the 
development of our transportation interests 
and the diffusion of general intelligence. 
From the organization of the Government 
until 1816 the rates for a single letter (that is, 
one composed of a single sheet of paper) 
were: Under 40 miles,8 cents; under 90 
miles, 10 cents; under 150 miles, 1234 cents; 
under 800, 17 cents; under 500, 20 cents; over 
500, 25 cents. In 1816 the rates were made: 
For letters carried 30 miles or less, GM cents; 
over 30 and under 80, 10 cents; over 80 and 
under 150, 1244 cents; over 150 and under 400, 
18% cents; over 400, cents. Another re- 
duction took place in 1845, when the fol- 
lowing rates were established: For letters 
not exceeding one-half ounce in weight 
under 300 miles; 5 cents; over 800 miles, 10 
cents. in 1849 the rate was made for a single 
letter of one-half ounce or under, if prepaid, 
3 cents; if not prepaid, 5 cents; over 3,000 
miles the rate was 6 and 12 cents. July 1, 
1855, the rate was made 3 cents for all dis- 
tances under 3,000 miles and 10 cents for all 


over that distance. In 1863 the rate was made 


uniform on ali domestic letters not exceed- 
ing offe-half ounce. Rates on newspapers 
and periodicals were correspondingly re- 
duced at the different times stated. The 
post-office brought in a considerable revenue 
to the Government until the law of 1816 was 
enacted, Since that time it has generally not 
been self-sustaining, though in some years it 
has more than earned expenses. After the 
passagé of the law of 1855 the deficit in- 
creased largely. In 1859 and 1860 the expend- 
itures were more than double the receipts. 

If the rate should now be reduced from 
three to two cents, the receipts would undoubt- 
edly fall off at first as much as $8,000,000 per 
annum; but this loss would soon be made 
good in part by an increased business. It is 
not to be expected, however. that the induce- 


ment presented to the people to patronize the 


mails by a reduction of one cent would be 
as great as when half or more of all the post- 
age was taken off at a single blow. Thepro- 
posed reduction would have to be justifiet, if 
at all, on the plea that the post-office is not 
intended to be self-sustaining, and that it is 
now in danger of becoming so.

THE HARBOR, 
DESCRIPTION OF THE THEATRE OF WAR. 
ALEXANDRIA, July 10.—The modern harbor of 

Alexandria, in which the trade of the port is 
now carried oo, lies within the upper curve of 
abay formed by the two projecting headlands 
of Ras-el-Teen on the northeast and Cape 
Adjemi and Marabout Island on the south- 
west,and méasuring six miles in length by an 
average of two in width. It is landlocked on 
every side except one—the southwest. The wind 
from this direction is, however, the prevailing 
one during eight or nine months of the year, and 
from time immemorial the “sea” thus oo- 
casioned has seriously impeded the loading and 
discharge of vessels in the roadstead by stone 
lighters, as thee custom has hitherto been. 
The importance of rémedying this great 
drawback on the convenience of his chief port 
had been felt by the Khedive from soon after 
his accession, but it was not till the threatened 
rivairy of the Suez Canal had emphasized the 
necessity that he finally decided on carrying a 
work of such magnitude and cost. Accordingly, 
in 1870, a contract was entered into with Messrs. 
Greenfieid & Co., an eminent English firm, for 
the construction of 


A GREAT BREAKWATER, 
an inner harbor mole and a line of quays, which 
should together afford the requisit ahelter and 
accommodation needed by the growing trade 
or the port. After some months spent 
in the necessary preparations, the work 
was degun in the spring of i871, when 
the Khedive in person laid the foundation- 
stone. Since then the original plan das been 
considerably modified, but it will be sufficient 
to mention its ultimate linés as now in great 
part carried out. Commencing at a point fifty 
metres southwest of the Kas-el-Teen Light- 
house, the outer breakwater extends first in 


this latter direction for nearly 1,000 metres, and 


then, curving to south-southwest, runs in a 
straight line 2,350 metres further, or in all above 
two miles across the mouth of the harbor, in- 
closing an area of more than 1,400 acres of still 
water deep enough for vessels of the largest 
class. The principal entrance to the port is 
now, therefore, round the southwestern end of 
the breakwater, which is 1,500 metres from the 
shore, while the harrow passage off Kas-el-Teen 
affords ingress and egress oniy to small craft 
and shore boats. As in the case of 


THE GREAT MOLES AT PORT SAID, 
this outer se@-wali has been constructed, up to 
the water level, of huge blocks of concrete, 
manufactured at the neighboring Mex 
quarries of sand and Theil lime and deposited 
poll-mell on the seaside, with an inner front of 
rubbie. Ine upper portion of the work, which 
is of solid masonry, rises ten feet above the 
lowest, or seven feet above the highest, séa- 
level, and is of a uniform surface width of 
twenty feet. In all, about 25,000 concrete blocks. 
weighing twenty tons each, and 130,000 tons of 
large and small rubbie stones have been sunk 
in the foundations of this great work. Shore-

Like the inner mole, these quays 
are based upon a deep rubble foundation, with a 
superstructure of solid masonry, and when com- 
pleted will have abutting iron jetties, alongside 
which ships may load and discharge in all 
weathers. A branch railway will connect the 
mole and quays with the Alexandria & Cairo 
Line, and thus with the whole railway system of 
the interior.

THE ENGLISH MEN-OF-WAR WHICH OAN 
OPEN ON ALEXANDRIA,

the English vessels, with their armament—that 
is, their fighting gun batteries—are as follows:

At 
the muzzle these shut would gO through 14% 
inches of armor, at 1,000 yards through 12% 
inches, and at 2,000 yards through 1144 inches.

On this same port of Alexandria we have two 
American ships, the Lancaster and the Qinne- 
baug, both wooden and of good cruising type 
for time of peace. The battery of the former, 
and it is the best we have a is made up of 
old-fashioned 1l-inch amooth- bore Dahigrens, 
converted on the Pailiser aystem into Winch 
rifles, with twenty-five pounds of powder, 
sometimes with thirty-five pounds, though this 
charge is considered cxcessive; these can throw 
shots weighing 180 pounds, which, under the best 
conditions, develop an energy of 2,627 foot tons.

EGYPT. 
SHE CAN FURNISH 120,000 riIGHTING MEN ro 

ö REPEL INVASION, 
ALEXANDRIA, July 10.—The Egyptian army, 
as at present organized, consists of nine regi- 
ments of infantry, two regiments of artillery, 
three regiments of coastguard, three regiments 
of cavairy, and four regiments of gendarmerie. 
Every Egyptian between the ages of 19 and 4, 
and regardless of religion or race, i4 liable to 
military service. The term of service in the 
active army is three years for the infantry and 
four years for the cavairy and artillery. After 
leaving the active army the soldiers retire to 
their villages, and tora period of six years are in- 
scribed in the first reserve; after the expiration 
of the six years they are inacribed in the second 
reserve, Which can only be called out in 
case Of invasion. This organization was intro- 
duced in 1872, so that the troops ot the second 
reserve are just beginning to be inscribed. 

THE INFANTRY REGIMENTS 

are composed of three battalions of eight com- 
panies each. Intime of peace only two and 
sometimes four of these eight companies are 
present with the coiors. The cavalry regiments 
have six squadrons each. The artillery regi- 
ments are each composed of six batteries of 
four guns each in time of peace and eight guns 
in time of war. Two of thé six batteries ate 
mounted and four are foot batteries. The in- | 
fantry are armed with Remington rifles, of 
which there are about 150,000 in Egypt. The 
cavalry are armed with sabres, revolvers, and 
Remington carbines. The field artillery are sup- 
plied with rifled breech-loading Krupp guns, of 
which there are about 100 in the magazines. The 
garrison and sea-coast artillery are provided 
with heavy Krupp and with Wahrendrof guns 
of eight-inch and ten- inch calibre.

THE REV. JAMES CRAIGIE ROBERTSON. 

To the Western Associated Press. 

Lonpon, July 10.—The Rev. James Craigie 
Robertson, writer of works on éodlesiaatical 
history is dead. He was born in 1813, at Aber- 
deen, where bis father was a merchant, received 
his early education at Marischal College, gradu- 
ated B. A. at Trinity College, Cambridge. in 1834, 


from 1846 till 1869, when he was appoiated Canon 
of Canterbury. In 1864 ne became Professor of 
Ecciesiastical History in King’s College, London. 
He wrote “How Shall We Conform to the 
Liturgy of the Chure’ of Bugiland?”’ published 
in 1843; third eaition in 1860; “Sketches of 
Church History, First Six Centufies,” in 1855; 
“A Biography of Thomas Becket,” in 1850; 
„A History of the Christian Church,” of which 
the first volume appeared in 1453, the second ia 
1856, and the third, bringing the history down to 
A. D. 1008. in 1866. He edited for the Kecle- 
siastical History Society, Heylvn's History of 
the Reformation; for the Camden Society, in 
1366, Bargrave’s Alexander VII. and His 
Cardinals; and was a contributor to the Quar- 
terly Review and other periodicals.

cent was to be allowed the wholesalers,

‘rhe case of Ballou vs. The Chicago City Rail- 
way Company—an applicaGon for an injunction 
to stop the extension of the cable system- came 
up before Judge Jameson yesterday morning. 
Mr. Ballou represented himself, and Messrs. 
Dupee, Judah, and Trude were present to look 
after the interests of the Corporation.” 

Mr. Ballou started ia by reading his bill, which 
set out that be was the owner of one share of 
the company’s stock, and that the Directors had 
expended large sums for Constructing and oper- 
ating a steam (cable) railway, and intended to 
extend the system, and. if allowed to goon, 
would pay out more money, and incur a waste- 
tul and uonecessary outlay of the funds, con- 
trary to the charter of the corporation. 

Mr. Trude said if a person owned stock, and 
the affairs of the company were conducted so 
as to impair its value,jthe Owner could get relief 
ina court of equity. But wen a man bought 
one share a few days before be filed his bili, and 
claimed that meu who owned millions would im- 
pair the value of that share, worth 6100 or $200, 
he apprehended the Court wouldn’t waste much 
time on a case. Baliou had bought the stock to 
embark in litigation. :

He might concede 
that a charter autborizing a railroad company to 
run a line of cars by horse-power would not au- 
thorize it to run a line of cars in the city by 
steam-power. If, for instance, this company 
were to introduce steam-Cars—attech to cach 
train a steam-engive traversing the city along 
the streets, it would, perhaps, be a very extreme 
view of its rights. and de should not, perhaps, 
hesitate very much in concluding that the com- 
pany could not do it. Aud he dida’t see any sub- 
stantial difference between the case he had sup- 
posed and the one before him. There was one 
engine to each train, or an engine at the 
city lmita, which, by a rope, 
drew each car. It was only a question then of 
lessening the danger of collision with steam- 
engines. The essential nature of the thing was 
not changed. But he had a difficulty which was 
before that, and it was, be thought, a very seri- 
ous one—aa attempt made by a stockholder to 
control the action of a corporation and of the 
Directors. The authorities were overwheiming,

As the grana- 
ries of the world are empty, priced good, and 
the South, where this wheat is from, has no fa- 
facilities for storing it, the crop will in all prob- 
ability move to market rapidly, with a stimulat- 
ing effect on railroad traffic. Conseryative men 
think the receipts at Chicago may go as high as 
1,000 cars a day in the latter part of July. This 
will be unpregedented for Chicago, Which has 
not till now been a winter-wheat market, and 
such a movement must be speedily felt in the 
earnings of the railroads southwest of us.

An Invention to Prevent Collisions Be- 
tween Vessels. 

The New York Herald has the following de- 
Scriptiorrof an apparatus designed to prevent 
collisions between vessels: “An apparatus has 
been inveated the introducnon of which, it is 
claimed, will prevent any further appalling dis- 
asters caused by the collision of vessels in riv- 
ers, channels, and at sea. John McAdams, of 
Boston, has perfected an arrangement which he 
asserts will bring any vessel, however large and 
fast steaming, to a dead stop in from one to ten 
feet, and will hold her steady as a rock. with 
fullsteam on. This invention he terms a “ship 
brake,” and attached to this novel contrivance 
isa self-acting appliance which during dark 
nights, thick or foggy weather, will render im- 
possible, in his opinion, any collision with fioat- 
ing bodies, such as boats, ships, icebergs, 
or with submerged bodies in the shape 
of mudbanks, shoals, rocks, or piers. The 
patentee, who is an experienced machinest and 
inventor, conceived the idea of insuring the 
safety of steaming vessels immediately after 
the Narragansett and Stoningtog disaster on 
Long Island Sound, the thrilling details of which 
caused such a horror at the time of its occur- 
rence. A sister of Mr. McAdams happened to 
be aboard of One of the ill-fated vessels, and it 
was while listening to the recounting of her ter- | 
rible experience that he determined to set his 
mind to work. The simplicity of nature was 
his guide, a fish being the subject he chose to 
work upon. He built “fins” for his sbip, but 
placed them atthe rear instead of on the side 
of the ship's body, and kept on experimenting 
until assured that the desired object was at- 
tained. The construction of the device is very 
simple and consists of a pair of iron sbutters 


or “firs,” hinged one on each side of 
the stern post of a vessel and  shut- 
ting close to its sides from the stern 


ae forward. The * ns are kept tightly closed 
yasimple apparatus on deck, which is con- 
nected With the pilot-house, and when let go” 
the stays connected with the fins’? allow them 
to open at right angles with the ship, bringing it 
at once to a standstill and holding it fast until 
anchored. The areaof the uns is a direct 
ratio with the size of the ship, and the imme- 
diate stoppage of the vessel when they are sud- 
denly opened is a certainty. “Fins” much 
larger than are needed may be fitted to all ves- 
sels without looking out of propartion to the, 
size of the ship. For example, a vessel requir- ' 
Uns“ with a superficial area of 100 square 
teet to stop it could supplied with fins of an 
area of 500 feet, and 1X not look large 
or disproportionate to the ship. When the fins 
are released the experiment proves that no jar- 
ring or shock is experienced, such as is felt on 
railroad when the brakes are applied. 
water, being a _ yielding body, acts 
as a spring or cushion. For foggy weather or 
darkness a self-acting guard is rigged out at the 
bow of the vessel, and should it meet with a 
rigid body in the path of the ship. when touched, 
it ut once releases the “fins” and stops the ves- 
sel before it reaches the obstruction, without 
any movement or direction on the part of the 
pilot or navigdling officers. When closed the 
“fins” follow the outline of the ship, and being 
flush with its sides dan in no way diminish its 
speed. e inventor's first experiment was 
made with athirty-seven and a halt foot fast 
steam yacht, to which was attached a pair of 
“fins tour feet long and two and à baif feet 
wide. This power proved to be at least twice as 
much as was needed to stop the vessel instantly 
when at full speed. A second trial demonstrated 
this fact when one fin was used. The space 
traveled after the brake was applied 
was so small that it could not be dis- 
cerned by persons Watching the experiment 
from the shore. To asce mn what sized fins 
would be required to stop a certain steamship of 
1,400 tous measurement a raft or float was con- 
structed to carry a pair of fins in pasition with- 
out fixing themtoa yessel. The float and fins 
were towed out by a powerful tug-boat, being 
attac thereto by a new six-inch manila haw- 
ser. hen the tug-bout was going at full speed 
with full steam on the fins were released, and 
the effect was to snap the hawser like a piece of 
thread, makig a report like a canuon.

A Letter from Kentucky.

LEXINGTON, July 7.—The latest topic in this 
section is the state of the crops in Central Ken- 
tucky; which give promise of an abundant har- 
vest, the finest known bere for years. The only 
drawback is the frequent rains, which may set 
in again, endangering the wheat in the shock by 
causing it to sprout. The neighborhood 
of Winchester, a distance of eighteen 
miles from this place, possesses probably the 
finest wheat: In many instances the golden 
grain weighs the stal to the ground. Ali 
through the hlue- grass region the same report 
is heard, and the yield is variously es- 
timated from twenty to thirty-five busheis. 
A great deal of land bas been put in wheat the 
past season, and self-binders are more in de- 
mand than ever, and the closeness of the shocks 
in eld denotes on every hand the unusually 
heavy yield. The barley crop just harvested 
would have been a source of considerable profit 
bad not the army or cut worm made such depre- 
da tions in it the past few months. Some ftields 
have 8 Others were literally eaten to the 
ground. he wheat escaped with but shght 
damage. Neu to the wheat ranks the rye in its 
unusually good yield, but, owing to the present 
low price tor the cereal, it will be of. buc little 
brot to the farmer. The oats crop will be the 
best fora number of years, the tops being full, 
heavy, and large grain, but on  ac- 
count of the difficulty in harvesting 
this precarious crop it cannot be said to be a 
success until it is safely harvested. The corn is, 
thanks to the numerous rains, rapidly growing, 
and will maken good crop. Thestalkis healthy. 
The leaves are large, and the ear will, it is thought, 
be very large. The timothy and clover meadows 
were never bettor. 


New Theory-—Corn Growing Below 
Ground and Getting Its Boots.

SYCAMORE, July 10.—The good weather of the 
past few days bas wonderfully improved the 
crop prospects. Potatoes, oats, and grass were 
never better.

In consequence of this sudden 
demise it was deemed best to hold an inquest, 
which, in consequence of numerous interrup- 
tions, was not conciuded until dark. Drs. 
Bluthardt, Danforth, Ingalls, Brower, and 
Thomas testified as tothe results of the post- 
mortem examination and the causes of death.

Sue 
refused, or objected, to answer uniess sworn. 


She was then duly sworn, and after some ques- 


tioning acknowledged that she was not the dead 
man's wife. This occasionea general surprise. 
The witness also stated that she had lived 
as the wife of Mr. Kelly for cight 
years. She explained that he had separated 
from his first wife, who was still living in Jersey 
City, and that she (the witness) had lived wit 
him in proper state without the bonds of matri- 
mony. 
After conriderable trouble a TRIBUNE re- 
rter was admitted to see the lady. He found 
era cultivated and refined person, who was 
completely broken down by the sad catastro- 
phe... She absolutely refused to make any ex- 
planation, and referred the reporter to her law- 
vers, who, unfortunately, lived out of town.
